SLAUGHTER OF MILLIONS 
F^r many years reaaonoWy reliable ac- 
counts emerging from Communist China have 
indicated that the Pelplng Kovemment has 
been slauRhtcring millions of Chinese as It 
fastened Its tyrannical grip on that vaat land, 
probably few people outside China Ima- 
gined confirmation of any part of thla mas- 
sacre ever would come from the Red rcBlme 
Itself. But It has. 

In an official stotement by the Chinese 
leader, Mao Tse-tung, on Feb. 27. which flrat 
came to light In Warsaw and was then broad- 
cast from Pelplnfr, the Communists acknowl- 
edge that In the first five years of their rule 
they liquidated 800,000 persons. 

Since communists are always cavalier with 
the truth and reluctant to admit even the 
most modest elas, it la sale to assume that the 
actual figure comes to many times 800,000. 

Whot kind of a "people's republic" Is It that 
cannot assure Its power except by grinding 
people Into the dust? What kind of mass 
movement Is It that rests upon jnossacre? 

1^0 says the killings stoi^d In 1054. 
Again, knowing communist regimes from the 
Russian example, wc may question this state- 
ment. KiJifng never halts altogether In a tyr- 
anny, for new "enemies of the state" ore 
always turning up. 

It Is indeed possible, however, that the rate 
of slaughter has been drastically reduced. The 
first years of communist rule are Inevitably 
hard ones, for opposition must be nithle&sly 
snuffed out. 

According to the Red Chinese leader, mass 
murder has now given way to the gentler 
techniques of persuasion. To the communists 
this means something called "reform through 
labor," To free men the proper definition for 
this kind of coercion Is 8lavt;ry. 

Moscow has employed It from the begin- 
ning, and Pelplng evidently has learned the 
lesson well. It serves a double purpose: get- 
fine the regime's cnmJos out of circulation, 
ind building a vast reservoir of cheap labor 
#hlch helps to offset and conceal many gross 
l^caknesscs of a communist economy. 
J The Russian story not only Is well known 
wit over the years has been impressively doc- 
{bncntcd by many individuals and agencies. 
^It must stand as a strange phenomenon 
{hat Mao Tse-tung has openly'^dmltted even 
% fair proportion of the truth about Red 
China. Confirmation usually has to come 
gt)m other somxes. 

5 JAPANESE DILEMMA 

£ Tho Japanese Isles have an area less than 
Ballfomla'B, yet they accommodate m popu- 

ftlon more than six times as great. 
Mcctlng-the needs of 60 million people In 
fiich an area Is a tremendous task. Japan does 
Bot grow enough food to feed them, nor does 
K possess enough raw materials to supply Its 
&markable Industrial establishment. It must 
Jtnport in great quantities, 
^ When the Japanese cannot export enough 

6 pay for these Imports, they are In trouble. 
They arc In trouble now. 

^ The difficulty Is that the cast of Imports. 
$ilefly minerals and metals used In various 
manufactures, has risen steeply In the lost 
-jlear ormore. Though Japan Is In fact export- 
^g more than ever, Its returns from this 
•ffort are not keeping pace with Import 
{ihargcs. 

*The current visit to the United States of 
Japanese Premier Nobusuke Klsbl Is Intended 
Ca embrace a wide range of Jtpancse-Amerl- 
(tin relations. But there can be no doubt that 
(Is country's trade problem li t principal 
Botlvatlng factor In the trip. 
f One of the thorny aspects of the situation 
B that as exports go up, «o of course does the 
iemand for morti raw materials to supply 
Japan's Industry. 

; The only conceivable way out of Ihb dilem- 
ma would seem to tM for Japan to find some 
way of marketing more of thoie finished 
goods whose raw materials stUI have not 

(pared sky high In price. 

The United States admittedly has a lot to 
do with Japan's Import difficulty, since It 
Exports minerals and metals In huge volume 
4nd the domestic prices set on these products 
strongly Influence world prices. 
L But evidently Premier Klshl la not here to 
'Iblnme" tho United Slates. What he obviously 
f ould like, nevertheless, is America's cooper- 
ation In expanding cxporUs which will truly 
lielp to balance Japanese trdde.

Qovemor Clyde has directed six stnte ngencli 
amend their spcndlne programs tor the fiscal year 
starting July 1 and bring them In line vllh biennial 
approprlaUons approved by UiD la.it' legislature. The 
agencies had propK«d to spend substanUnlly more 
than one-half of theh: appropriaUon the first year, 
rere unable to persuade the governor that their 
spending program) were neceuary and ad^-lsable. 
Spending progmms of some state agencies exceed' 
ig one-half of the biennial appropriations were ap- 
proved by tha governor on tlie basis of shou'lngs that 
the first jeor spentUng Included non-rccunlng eapllnl 
ouUaya or that additional duties Imposed on the ite- 
parlmenta by tha last legislature Justify additional ex- 
penditures which. It Is anticipated, will be offset by 
increased revenutt. 

This Is sound state policy. Failure to attempt to In- 
sure that appropriated funds are evenly budRcted ovei 
the two-year period encourages a level ot spending not 
contemplated by the legLslatiire, which is supposfd 
to control the pur« strings, It will furthermore ncecs- 
sltate a number ot "emergency" deficit appropriations 
or authorlxaUons prior to the end ot the blcnnlum.
